at 2 o’clock this morning at the Maison 
due Pierer. an obscure house in the Latin 
quarter, from meningitis. He was re- 
cetved into the Catholic church on his. 
death bed. Wilde had lived at this place 
several months and had been known un- 
der the name of Manmoth. 

For some time he had been indigposed. 
In October he was obliged to submit to 
a serious operation from the effects of 
which he never recovered. He died in 
the presence of Lord Alfred Dougles. The 
Journal says it is rumored that Wilde 
committed suicide. 


Oscar Wilde was a British author: bor

Athens, Ga., November 90.—(Special.)— 
The crushing defeat of the Georgia foot- 
ball team at the hands of the Auburn 
aggregation has had the effect of causing 
the football enthusiasts to stop and con- 
sider the causes of the continuous de- 
feats of the red and black. 

While the team has played its best 
on all occasions, there is a disposition to 
think that it might have been better had 
the proper training been effected. 

Three causes have led to their contin- 
uous defeats, First, the fact that this 
year marks a tragsition in the football 
rank of Georgia to an absolutely amateur 
team; second, there has not been that 
thorough and conscientious observing of 
football training rules that there should 
have been; third, the coaching this year 
has not been up to the highest standard 
of effici 

Mr. Remer L. Denmark, editor in chief 
of The Red and Black, has a sensible ed- 
itorial on the subject in wi. ch he attrib- 
utes the condition of the Georgia team 
largely to the fact that some members 
become easily nettled with the coach and 
at times ‘would quit the field for several 
days. In a college where the team is 
not picked from hundreds of men, but 
from a comparatively small number, the 
effect of such conduct is apparent, 

Hewlette, one of the star players of the 
Georgia team, says that lack of training 
and non-observance of rules of training, 
coupled with the inability of the coach 
to put on the winning kind of plays, is 
responsible for Georgia's record of de- 
feats. , 

Colonel Julian 1. McCurry, who is quite 
an enthugiasuc college man and football 
enthusiast, says that the chief reason is 
the transition to purely amateur athietes 
at the university. He points out the 
fact that every. member of the Georgia 
team is a lona fide student if the un- 
versity of Georgia, and that a majority 
of the team are .reshmen and sopho- 
mores, young men who have just en- 
tered college. He says that with a few 
years’ training the Georgia team will 
be among the best in the land. He says 
as a general rule the players trained 
well, but some would not observe the 
rules. He believes Coach Jones was 
thoroughly capable in his position. 

Coach Jones will not return to Athens, 
and Captain McCutcl. on wiil be back Sun- 
day. The Georgia boys are not at all 
discouraged by their reverses, but are de- 
termined to put on a winning team next 
year, and that, too, without a single play- 
er outside unde bona fide ranks of the 
University of Georgfa.

will convince the Chinese that their 
mighty empress has been defeated or that 
Europe can avenge any future massa- 
cres. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Morning Post, wiring: yesterday, says: 

“Despite the cordial reception given 
Admiral Seymour, the situation is un- 
changed. The Hankow viceroy refuses 
to stop sending supplies to the court un- 
less the Nankin viceroy will also refuse;

The legislature has been memoralized 
by a committee of prominent negroes, 


who ask that the proposed constitutional 
amendment, known as the Bell bill, be 
not passed. In their memorial they pre- 
sent several considerations against the 
passage of the bill. They urge the defeat 
of the bill on the ground that it is de- 
signed to cut down the present free school 
privileges for negroes in this state. 

The full memorial follows: 3 

To the Honorable Members of the Le- 

islature of the State of Georglia—Gentle- 
men: There lies before your honorable 
body a proposes! constitutional amend- 
ment, known as the Bell bill, which 12 
designed to cut Gown the present free 
school privileges of negroes in this state. 
In behalf therefore of the 319,49 black 
children of Georgia we, the undersigned, 
desire to lay before you certain consider- 
atiins against the pasgage of this meas- 
ure. 
As you well know, the underlying prin- 
ciple of the free common school system 
is that the education of the citizens of 
a commonwealth is not merely a private 
matter; that simply because a human be- 
ing is born poor or humble or black is 
no adequate reason why he should be de- 
prived of a chance to make himself a 
useful member of society. On the con- 
trary, poverty, hereditary weakness or 
racial differences are rather additional 
grounds for increased effort on the part 
of the state to supplement these defects. 
Nor is this duty of public education a 
matter of mere charity or alms-glving: 
it is, first, a wise measure of self-defense 
to guard the state against the errors and 
crimes of sheer ignorance. No system 
of education can Insure wisdom and vir- 
tue and truth, but it cannot for a mo- 
ment be denied that the nations and 
states that Pave foatered the common 
school are leading civilization today. Sec- 
ondly, free elementary education is, as 
Dr. Curry ro recently sald in your pres- 
ence, not a burden on the state, but a 
paving Investment. Gceorgia needa Intelll- 
gence and thrift and the cultivation of 
the brains whether in White or black 
heada will bring even greater returns than 
the cultivation of the other resources of 
the state. 

While our commonwealth is coming 
Slowly but surely to recognize this truth 
@o far as white children are concerned, 
there {s still a powerful public opinion 
that regards the negro common school 
rather as a burden than as a great work 
of publle utility. And yet nothing could 
be more false than this attitude. The 
history of the world has proven that an 
intelltrent, content working class la the 
Kreatest possesslon of a nation. and that 
no effort or expense ia in the end too 
great for the accomplishment of this re- 
eult. The e'ate of Georgla possesses in 
the negro peasantry the germ of a will- 
ing. thrifty, eericultural and induetrial 
people, capable of contributing untold en- 
ergy to the development of our atate: 
clearly the way to profit most by black 
labor ix not to push it down, but to pull 
it up- not to discourage it in ignorance 
and sloth, but to encourage it toward in- 
telllgence and thrift. The greatest single 
Q@gency for this is the negro common 
school, Nor is the education of the 
black boy a burden or a menace to the 
white boy. The rise of one man does not 
involve the fall of his neighbor, on the 
eontrary, it is the clear interest of a man 
to be surrounded by intelligence and de- 
ceney rather than to live among dumb 
The degradation of the 
black man is the real burden under which 
the southern white man staggers today 
and as that noted Georgian, Dr. Haygood, 
has said, The degrading of the black 
woman is the damnation of the white 
woman's son.” 

The south has long since come to ac- 
knowledge that negroes are human be- 
ings capable of improvement. If so, then 
in all matters affecting them, their in- 
terests and desires as well as yours must 
receive some attention. The black folk 
of Georgia desire knowledge: they want 
to become an Intelligent, efficient people. 
For this they toll and strive and sacrifice 
—of this they talk and dream. 
want them to be satisfied, gi h 
portunities to improve and a chance. 1? 
you want to depopulate the fields and 
plantations and fill the cities, then shut 
up the country schoolhouses and reduce 
farm life to one dead level of brute toil. 
Tt has been shown by Profeasor Bronson, 
of the Georgia State Normal school. that 
while the illiterate negro population of 
this state furnish three convicta per one 
thousand, the negroes who have profited 
by public schools furnish only one con- 
vict per thousand. To lessen the still 
meager opportunities of the black man 
will f the spirit of discontent and 
prejudice and increase lawlessness in the 
state of Georgia. 

Give the black boy a chance! Furnish 
him ungruagingly with the best ele-

Even under pe arrangements in 
this state black children have nothing 
like the public school facilities of the 
whites. e black children form 4 per 
cent of the school population; and yet 
of the $1,318,512.2 spent for teachers’ sal- 
aries last year, on) $283,638.06, or 21 per 
cent, went to negro teachers. The total 

ublic school property owned by count 

ards in the state is valued at 885. 
Ot this, only $69.20, or 15 per cent, be- 
longs to negro schools. The whites have 
824 schoolhouses: the blacks only 143. In 
fine, of every dollar which Georgia spends 
on the public common school, the white 
— gets 80 cents and the negro but 2 
cents. 

If, contrary to the principle underlying 
the public school system, the direct taxes 
were divided according to those paying 
them, and the indirect taxes according 
to any fair principle, it is doubtful if the 
negro schools would receive much less 
than now; but the pending bill is more 
unfair than this, for it proposes to give 
the negro no share at all of the income 
from the state railroad on which he rides, 
from state fees which he helps pay or 
from thre income from liquor and convicts 
to which he contributes too largely, and 
by which many of his white fellow citi- 
zens profit. 

Could a proposition be more glaringly 
unjust than this? Its enactment would 
mean closing of one-half, of not two- 
thirds of the negro public schools or the 
reduction of the term to little over two 
months a year. Buch a calamity could 
not fail to arouse the sympathy of philan- 
thropists, if not the ald of t national 
government. so that in the long run the 
result of this amendment might easily be 
not the permanent closing of nero 
schools, but their transfer from the con- 
trol of the state to the outside parties. 

Any Proposition for the division of pub- 
He income on the basis of the amount 
paid into the public treasury by particular 
persons is inequitable Who in the last 


analysis. pays the tax on land, the owner | 


or the laborer? Who pays the tax on 
houses, the landlord or the tenant? How 
far is a great corporation's wealth due 
to ita business aagacity and how far to 
the tdiling millions who buy its goods? It 
is an economic heresy to say that be- 
cause A la the agent who pays B's and 
Cs taxes that therefore he is supporting 
B and C. The labor and sacrifice of B 
and © are thelr contributions to the pub- 
lic good, 

Moreover, such propoaltions are thor 
ovghiy undemocratic and dangerous. If 
only negro takes are to go to negru 
achoola, la not this an entering wedge fur 
further discrimination? Why should not 
the income of wuorkingmen alone be ap- 
plied to workingmen’'s children? or the in- 
come from Italians to Itallan children? 
or the income of rich men go solely to 
the education of the rich. 

lf only our taxes are to go to our 
achools by what shadow of justice could 
we be denied the right to administer cu 
own school funds and where would the 
dual government thus begun logically end 
this side of separate officials, separate 
courts and separate lawmakers? 

In any social group the proposal to let 
members share in the benefits of society 
according to their several.contributions 
to its welfare has at first a certain sem- 
blance of justice, until one asks how 
shall these contributions be measured 
and compared; who contributes most to 
the state, the millionaire who pays one- 
thousandth of a vast income or the 
farmer who pays one-hundredth of his 
meagre crop? Unless the parable of the 
widow's mite does not apply to Georgia, 
surely the black 223 of this state sac- 
rifice more to the public weal by the 
tax they pay on $14,000,000 worth of hard 
earned property than the whites whose 
accumulated wealth is due at least in 
—. to the unrequited toil of our fa- 
thers.

Fort Worth, Tex., November 3.—The 
convention called to consider means of 
rehabilitating the port of Galveston and 
motecting it from storms such as that 
of September 8th, met here today.

Clarence Ousley, editor of 
The Galveston Tribune, responded, dn his 
address he made it plain that Galveston 
did not intend to ask the state to strain 
the conatitution for the purpose of aiding 
Galveaton, that all that was desired was 
that the state should exhaust its consti- 
tutional means, Officers were then elect- 
ed, ilon. Cecil Smith, of Sherman, belng 
made permanent chairman of the conven- 
tion.

MATTERS ARE 


Committee Heard Contentions 
of Opposing Sides, 


POSTPONEMENT AGREED TO 


Another Session Will Be Held This 
Morning When It Is Expected 
That It Will Come To 
Bome Decision in the 

, Matter. 


The committee on electric and other 
railways devoted nearly all ita time yes- 
terday to hearing debate as to whether 
the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company 
should be allowed to lay a line of track 
on Forrest avenue from Jackson street 
on the eastern end and connecting with 
the Ivy street track at Peachtree street. 

The first session was begun yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock and was heid in 
the counci] chamber, so many citizens of 
the northeastern portion of the city ap- 
pearing to urge the claims of the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company that they could 
not be accommodated in the committee 
room. 

There was a lengthy seasion in the 
morning and the committee finally ad- 
journed until the afternoon in order that 
Judge W. T. Newman, a strong oppo- 
nent of the street railway, might be 
heard upon the matter, The second ges- 
sion, it was announced, would begin at 4 
o’clock in the afternoon, 

When that hour arrived fully 200 res- 
dents of the fourth ward were present 
in the council chamber to engage in the 
discussion of the matter. Preston 8. Ark- 
wright, representing the Atlanta Rapid 
Transit Company, was there, but he 
found it unnecessary to speak. 

Claims of Both Sides. 

The residents of the western end of 
Forrest avenue are opposed to the pro- 
posed street railway because they believe 
it will injure their portion of the street 
for residence purposes. They believe that 
the atreet is too narrow for a street car 
line and that they will not be able to 
get in and out of their yards with car- 
riages, or stahd carriages in front of their 
homes in case the track is laid. They 
declare that they do not need the car 
line, as they have one at Peachtree street 
and another at Courtland street, giving 
them all the service they desire. 

The residents of the eastern end of the 
street and of the northeastern portion 
of the city contend that it is not fair to 
hold in check abéut $4,000,000 worth of 
property in order to satisfy a dosen or 
ro residents at one end of a street, They 
contend that as opposed to the ten or 
twelve property owners, representing pos- 
sibly 20 persons. they produce an entire 
section of the city, with a population of 
3.000 or 5,090 persons that will be bene- 
fited by the car line on Forrest avenue. 
They contend that they have Inefficient 
service in the northeastern portion of 
the city and should have a way to reach 
the center of the city, despite the oppo- 
sition of the residents at the western 
end of the street. 

Vice President Glenn, of the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, entered 
the room while the discuasion was in 
progress. He was recognised by Aldcr- 
man Harvey Johnson, chairman of the 
committee. Mr. Glenn stated that there 
had been some speculation as to what 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
would do if it was given the franchise 
for the street. ' 

Mr. Glenn said his company wou'd give 
splendid service, would furnish such 
schedules as were justified by the amount 
of travel and would put upon the line the 
best cars that could be obtained by the 
company. 

When he concluded there were several 
citizens upon their feet. Charles Hop- 
kins was the fizst to be recognised. 

“We want no more of the Atlanta Rall 
way and Power Company,” said Mr. Hop- 
kina, and this was followed by cheering, 
while Mr. Arkwright leaned back in his 


chair and gave way to laughter.

Senator John W. Daniel, the courtly 
Virginian, type of what was most grace- 
ful and noble in the old south, addressed 
a large audience at the Grand last night, 
appearing under the auspices of the At- 
lanta Lecture Atsociation. Benator 
Daniel has been gently dealt with by 
time, physically speaking. His abundant 
hair is still black as a raven's wing, and

The lecturer's subject was “The Eng- 
lish Speaking Peoples.” The theme is 
a large one, and as wandled by Senator 
Daniel, gave ample scope for the exer- 
cise of his echolarly, statesmanly and 
oratorical qualities. If the lecture could 
be summed up in a sentence, and that an 
interrogation, its burden might be found 
in this: “Whither is the dominancy of 
the Anglo-Saxon trending?’ 

The senator from Virginia took an op- 
timistic view of things. Recognising the 
destiny of the Wnglish speaking peoples 
to asalmilate or annitilate effete civiliza- 
ticns and less strenuous races, he saw in 
the inevitable reign of the Anglo-Saxon 
torigue aad institutions the betterment of 
life conditions and the nearest attain- 
ment t« ethical perfection humanity is 
capable of. At the same time he prod- 
ded qur all-conquering civilization in 
dome very vulnerable places, and rallied 
the commercial spirit for ite moral in- 
congruities, He analysed the trust from 
a practical viewpoint, declaring it to be 
the logical sequence of our business evo- 
lution under the competitive system, and 
not so much the devil it ia painted. In- 
deed, he declared the trust had much to 
recommend R. He offered no solution to 
the problem, which he did not admit 
need solving, and left the Impression 
with his hearera that the consumer is 
very much in the happy situation of the 
New Yorkers, when Boss Tweed asked, 
“What are you going to do about it?’

SOME EXPERT  TESTIMON 


Authority cf Officers To Enter Thea- 
ter Without a Warrant—Efifort 
Made To Remove Wootten 
and Ozburn from De- 
tective Bureau. 


Detectives R. 8. Ozburn and J. I. 
Wootten were arraigned before the 
board of police commissioners last night 
about the difficulty they had with W. G. 
Sands, the doorkeeper at the Columbia 
— on Monday night, November 

th. 

The whole case hinged upon the au- 
thority of the detectives to enter a thea- 
ter to make an arrest and some highly 
interesting testimony was given by the 
recorder. the city attorney and L. De- 
Give. 2 

The detectives were exonerated, but 
after they were found not guilty an effort 
was made to reduce them from detectives 
to patrolmen, the resolution was 
finaly laid on the table pending the in- 
vestigation of the charges made by Dr. 
Broughton, as Wootten’s and Ozburn's 
names are mixed up with that affair. 

Thirty or forty witnesses were examin- 
ed. ‘the trials lasting until nearly mid- 
night. Judge Dorsey represented the 
officers. 

It was in evidence that the detectives 
went to tRe Columbia theater to find a 
man called Dutch.“ who was wanted 
on the charge of assault with intent to 
murder. The offieers were informed that 
“Dutch” was in the theater. They went 
to the rear door and gained admission to 
the gallery. Then they went to the front 
entrance between acts and was refused 
admission by W. d. Sands, who 
ed a pass. , | 

The theater people had always allowed 
the detectives to enter the theater, al- 


dismissing the cases against the officers 
in the police court. He said the detec- 
tives had a right to enter the theater 
without a warrant and that they had 
only done their duty. Sands, he said, had 
provoked the difficu:ty by resisting arrest. 

Mr. DeGive stated that he was always 
ready to assist the police, bat no officer 
had a rigid to enter his theater to make 
an arrest unless they had seen the crime 
committed, was following an escaping 
criminal or had a warrant. 

City Attorney Anderson stated that he 
believed the officers had a right to enter 
the theater to seek a criminal; and that 
if a doorkeeper interfered, the officers 
were forced to arrest the doorkeeper. 

The commissioners appeared to differ 
about the manner in which’ the detectives 
acted when they were refused admission. 
Some of the board believed that when a 
pass was demanded it would have been 
better to have got the pass instead of 
creating a difficulty. 

Wootten and Ozburn made statements 
in which they said they only made the 
arrest after Sands had seized hold of 
Wootten, and that Wootten drew his pis- 
tol only after a crowd took part with the 
prisoner. 

Sands called upon the board to give 
him the justice and protection which he 
should have. 


Wants Them Removed. 


The board, by a unanimous vote; vindi- 
cated the officers. 

Commissioner Fox, however, introduced 
a resolution instructing the chief of po- 
lice to remove Ozburn and “Wootten from 
the detective bureau and place them on 
the patrol force. Commissioner Jones 
seconded the resolution. 3 

Commissioner Patterson said he was op- 
posed to the resolution, as the officers 
had been clearly vindicated, and had only 
done their duty. 

“I came here tonight,"’ said Mr. Patter- 
son, “believing that Ozburn and Wootten 
had acted wrongfully, but the evidence

HOUSE WILL HOLD | 
TWO SESSIONS A DAY 


Representative Felder, of Eibb, intro- 
duced a resolution providing that the ses- 
sions of the house beginning Monday, 
December 3d, begin at 9 a: m., and 
close for the morning at 1 p. m., and tn 


the afternoon from 3 to 5:2 p. m. This 


gives the house two sessions a day for 
the remainder of the present session, 
which is now but two weeks in all. 
Practically the entire session yesterday 
Was taken up in the consideration of the 
Hall bill to prevent judges from directing 
verdicts in certain cases. Mr. Hall was 
strenuous in his argument for the meas- 
ure. He declared that it was not revo- 
lutionary, as had been claimed by its 
opponents, in any sense: that it does not 
take away from the judiciary any constl- 
tutional power, but merely an unwar- 


ranted assumption on the part of judges, ' 


He declared that little more than ten 
years ago no judge in Georgia would 
have dared to direct a verdict to a jury. 

Chairman Slaton, of the general judi- 
Clary committee, to which the bill had 
been referred, opposed its passage in 
strong terms. He was supported in his 
opposition by Representatives Toomer, of 
Ware; Everett, of Stewart; Morris, of 
Cobb, and other members. 

After the previous question had been 
Called it was agreed between Representa- 
tives Slaton and Hall that the bill should 
ko over until the next session of the 
legislature, This direction was given the 
matter, 

For Protection of Children. 

Representative Wright, of Floyd, one 
of the strongest advocates of the defeat- 
ed child Inbor bill, is now preparing for 
introduction a measure somewhat on the 
name line, looking to the protection of 
children from work in textile factories 
at night. It is understood that the bill 10 
to apply, like the child labor bill, to chil- 
dren under the age of 12 years. Repre- 
sentative Wright is convinced that much 
of the harm resulting to children from 
work in the factories comes from night 
work. 


Depot Bill Made Special Order. 


The original resolution introduced yes- 
terday on the subject of the depot bill 
was to the effect that the measure should 
be made a special order for next Wednes- 
day.

SENATE ENJOYED LIVELY 
SESSION YESTERDAY

Senator Ellis was opposed to the motion, 
as hb declared the matter had already 
taken up more time than all the other 
business transacted. 

Senator Boynton said that the bill itself 
had really not been debated, but that 
the time had been taken up on the vari- 
ous substitutes and amendments, and 
that he thought it nothing but fair that 
such an important matter should be 
given more consideration. The motion to 
make the motion to reconsider the spe- 
cial order for next Thuraday was then 
put and carried by a vote of 15 to 10. 

Whether or not this means victory for 
the bill it la impoasible to say, but it does 
mean that the whole matter will be gone 
over again, and the indications are that 
the debate next time will be even more 
heated than it was before, The friends 
of the bill claim that it was prevented 
from getting a conatitutional majority 
only through the absence of members, 
and they are confident that with a full 
attendance they can get it through the 
senate, Those who oppose the bill are 
Just aa confident, and the tight ia sure to 
be a clone one, 

Depot Matter Comes Up in Senate. 

The senators who wére appointed mem- 
bers of the joint committee on the depot 
matter do not like the way that they were 
treated by that portion of the commit- 
tee from the house, and they are not 
satistied with the way the matter is be- 
ing handled. Senator Ellis sprung a sur- 
prise when he introduced the following 
resolution: 

Resolved by the senate, the house concurring, 
That the standing committees of the house and 
senate known as the committees upon the Weat- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, be and they are 
hereby directed to invite proposttions from 
the several railroad corporations running into 
the city of Atlanta, and from other private 
corporations and individuals, for the building 
of a new depot upon the property of the state 
in the city of Atlanta, either at the site of the 
present depot or ekewhere, upon a plan by 
which the cost of raid depot shall be repaid 
to the corporation or individual bullding the 
same out of the rentals flowing to the state 
from said new structure so erected upon the 
state property. 

Resolved further, That the said committees 
are hereby directed to confer with the present 
leesees of the Western. and Atlantic rattroad 
for the purpose of securing thelr consent and 
assistance in the furtherance uf the pian here- 


in before set out 

Resolved further, That said committee 
herebyauthorized through proper action to give 
such publicity to this proposition as will secure 
the best results from the investing public. 


Senator Ellis said, in speaking for his 
resolution, that the house committee had 
under consideration only one plan for the 
depot, and that they were going 80 
slow with that, that it was evident it 
would never reach the senate this ses- 
sion. He said that the senate part of 
the commit e was now idle, and that his 
resolution would simply give them some- 
ting to do in the way of finding. other 
plans to accomplish the same end, in 
case the plan now being worked on 
failed. 

Senator Boynton stated that he was in 
favor of the resolution, but that he want- 
ed to state why the joint committee was 
not working in harmony.

The bill was one by the representatives of 
Hancock repealing an act which pro- 
videa for the payment of insolvent coats 
in criminal cases in that county to the 
solicitor general of that circuit, which is 
the northern circuit. It seems that the 
law sought to be repealed provides that 
the solicitor shall be paid insolvent coats 
on the recommendation of ne grand jury 
out of some fund in the count, This law 
has beer in effect for twenty-eight years 
in that county. ‘ne fight in the senate 
came over an amendment of the commit- 
tee that had the bill under consideration, 
The amenament provides that the law 
shall pass, but that it not become oper- 
ative until 19w. ;

At first it was thought that it was his 
father who had been shot, but later news 
showed it to be the son. 

It appears from the dispatch that the 
men were shot by Virginia revenue offi- 
cers, who mistook them for moonshiners. 

John Chapman llved in Atlanta for a 
number of years: when his father waa 
connected with the revenue service in 
He attended the ‘Boys’ High 
school in this city and had a number of 
friends, 

The detalla of the accident are told 
in the accompanying dlapatch: 

Richmond, Va., November 9.—(Special.) 
It developa tonight that the shooting of 
Revenue Officers John Chapman and 
CRarlea (doe in Mecklenburg county yea- 
terday was done by North Carolina depu- 
ties Instead of by moonshiners, as was 
ut firet supposed. 

The Virginia officers themselves were 
mistaken for moorshiners and fired upon 
with rifles. Gee will lose his arm, Chap- 
man is dangerously wounded, but his in- 
juries are not necessarily fatal. 

The shooting, which has created a pro- 
found sensation in both states, occurred 
near Gasburg postoffice, in Mecklenburg 
county. This is only a few miles from 
the state line. Deputies Gee and Chap- 
man, who had‘ récq@nily made successful 
raidg in Mecklénburg, had, with the as- 
sistance of. Deputy Bendit, located an- 
other stil] and were nearing it when they 
were fired upon. They thought their as- 
sailants were moonshiners and returnea 
the fire. There was à fierce battle for a 
few minutes and about fifty shots were 
exchanged. 

It seems that the North Carolina of- 
ficers, commanded by Deputy Marshal 
Lewis, had but a few minutes before cap- 
tured the distillery, and when they saw 
the Virginia posse approaching stealthily 
they took them to be moonshiners about 
to make an attack. Three buckshot pen- 
etrated the abdomen of Chapman and his 
cofdition is serious, though not hopeless. 
Gee’s arm was shattered by two of the 
big shot. Chapman is twenty-seven years 
old, a son of Colonel William H. Chap- 
man, deputy collector of Lynchburg dis- 
trict, and has been studying for the Epis- 
copal ministry. He took an appointment 
this year under his father to make money 
to prosecute his studies. Mr. Gee is an 
ex-member of the Virginia senate. Colo- 
nel Chapman paseed through here this 
evening en route to Brunswick county to 
see his son, who is at Dr. Powell's home. 
He has not been apprised of the nature 
of hig son's injuries. Deputy Bendit has

Hall said that Georgia appropriates out 
of the state treasury more money to 
schools than does the state of Massachu- 
setta out of its treasury, and yet Massa- 
chusetts had better schools and, more of 
them than Georgia had. The resolution 
was not accepted by the committee. 

The committee agreed to an appropria- 
tion of $22,900 to the Georgia Normal and 
Industrial school at Milledgeville. This 
ia $2.600 more than the amount given the 
institution last year, but the same sum 
the school received prior to last year. 
Mr. Howard, of Baldwin, agreed that if 
the extra $2,300 was allowed, he woula 
withdraw the bill to make a fal ap- 
propriation for the erection of a hospital, 

President Lyman Hall, of the Techno- 
logical school, appeared before the com- 
mittee to urge the appropriation asked 
for that institution. No action was taken 
on the Tech bill, but the measure was set
